EIGHT    BUILDINGS    ON    CAMPUS    NAMED 


The  State  Board  of  Education 
has  approved  the  naming  of  eight 
buildings  on  the  campus.  Three 
of  the  buildings  named  are  under 
construction,  while  the  others 
range  in  age  from  two  years  to 
almost  fifty  years. 

The  buildings  named  do  not 
include  the  addition  to  Caspari 
Hall,  pictured  above,  as  the  en- 
tire unit  will  be  known  by  its 
original  name.  Three  of  the  build- 
ings are  named  in  honor  of  indi- 
viduals that  were  outstanding  in 
the  growth  and  development  of 
the  College,  while  the  others  were 
selected  to  honor  men  or  fami- 
lies that  contributed  a  great  deal 
to  the  history  of  Louisiana. 

Scheib  Hall  is  the  name  select- 
ed for  the  older  of  the  principal 
existing  men's  dormitories,  com- 
monly known  as  the  "Brick 
Shack."  Dr.  Edward  E.  Scheib 
was  the  first  president  of  the 
Louisiana   State    Normal    School 


and  served  from  1885  until  1889. 
To  him  goes  the  credit  of  estab- 
lishing the  standards  of  education 
for  the  newly  created  Normal 
School,  the  first  state-supported 
college  in  Louisiana.  His  vision 
and  foresight  was  responsible  for 
the  high  rank  attained  by  the  in- 
institution  in  training  teachers 
for  the  youth  of  the  State. 

Williamson  Hall,  the  new  Bio- 
logical Sciences  building  now  un- 
der construction,  was  named  in 
honor  of  Prof.  George  William- 
son, who  rendered  outstanding 
service  to  the  College  from  1897 
until  1936  as  a  teacher  of  biology. 
He  was  famous  as  a  collector  of 
Indian  relics  and  artifacts  as  well 
as  fossils  and  examples  of  pre- 
historic man  and  nature.  The 
George  Williamson  Museum  con- 
tains the  finest  collection  of  In- 
dian Artifacts  in  the  South. 

The  new  dining  hall  under  con- 
struction will  be  named  St.  Denis 


Hall  in  honor  of  Louis  Jucherau 
de  St.  Denis  (1676-1744),  who 
founded   Natchitoches   in    1714. 

The  women's  dormitory  under 
construction  will  be  called  Nat- 
chitoches Hall.  The  name  is 
given  in  tribute  to  the  people  of 
Natchitoches  and  for  the  fact  that 
the  original  site  of  "Normal"  was 
given  by  the  people  of  Natch- 
itoches. 

The  present  dining  hall  will  be 
named  Bienville  Hall  as  a  mem- 
orial to  the  famed  Jean  Baptiste 
le  Moyne  sieur  de  Bienville  (1630- 
1768),  colonizer  and  governor  of 
the  Louisiana  colony. 

The  Religious  Center  will  have 
the  name  Bullard  Hall,  honoring 
the  members  of  the  distinguish- 
ed family  whose  mansion  stood 
on  the  quadrangle  between  Cald- 
well Hall  and  Russell  Library. 
This  building  (Bullard  Mansion) 
was  erected  about  1832  and  serv- 
ed as  the  first  building  of  the  old 
Convent  of  the  Sacred  Heart,

The  old  Science  Building,  which 
originally  housed  the  elementary 
and  high  school,  has  been  named 
Guardia  Hall,  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Edward  (Ned)  J.  Guardia,  the 
first  principal  to  serve  in  the 
building. 

The  recently  completed  Y-shap- 
ed dormitory   for  men  has   been 
named      Prudhomme      Hall      in 
memory   of   Sieur   Jean   Baptiste 
Prudhomme,   who   came   to   Nat- 
chitoches in  1759,  and  first  intro- 1 
duced    the   culture    of    cotton    in  | 
the    area.
